Questions and Answers 


Wen ADLAI STEVENSON 

died in London last July he 
was carrying a heavy burden. He 
knew that through the offices of 
United Nations Secretary-General U 
Thant an offer had been made in 
September, 1964, to the United 
States by North Viet Nam to open 
negotiations in Rangoon on a settle- 
ment of the Vietnamese War. 


Mr. Stevenson also knew, it has 
been revealed, that the United States 
had turned down. the offer on the 
grounds that the terms Hanoi would 
likely offer would be unacceptable 
to the United States. 


According to the magazine ar- 
ticle in which this offer to negotiate 
was first made public, Mr. Stevenson 
died believing that the United States’ 
rejection was the work of Secretary 
of Defence McNamara. Govern- 
ment officials have since indicated, 
however, that it was Secretary of 
State Rusk who vetoed the meeting, 
although it is thought likely that 
Mr. McNamara was consulted. It 
is still not clear whether President 
Johnson was consulted. 


Since this disclosure of the 1964 
Rangoon proposal was made there 
have been further developments. It 
has been revealed in London, for 
instance, that the British govern- 
ment was not informed of the offer 
until six months after Hanoi had 
been rebuffed by Mr. Rusk. Nor, 
apparently, were any other of the 
allies of the United States informed 
even though their support for 
American aims in Viet Nam was 
being actively sought. 

The question that must be asked, 
in view of these revelations, is why 
the United States—no matter how 
skeptical it may have been of the 
Hanoi offer—was unwilling at least 
to sit down in Rangoon to discuss 
the matter of a Viet Nam settle- 
ment.

A Job to Be 


T IS GREATLY TO THE CREDIT 
of the city council that it has 
decided to proceed with the Bastion 
Square project in its entirety, in- 
cluding provision of a pedestrian 
mall entrance from Government 
Street. 

This excellent program has been 
before the public for at least two 
years now, it has been received with 
overwhelming approval, the plan has 
been admirably conceived and it is 
an integral part of the overall pro- 
gram of downtown renewal after 
decades of neglect. 

Almost on the eve of breaking 
ground, two occupants of adjacent 
buildings had come up with com- 
plaints about one small phase of the 
proposed work—the creation of an 
attractive pedestrian entrance to the 
square. At the moment the short 
lane leading to the square would 
deter any visitor to the city from 
entering. An inviting “front hall- 
way” is essential to the plan, and 
this can only be achieved by making 
the short length of Bastion Street 
a decorative pedestrian mall which 
will be an asset to the project rather 
than a liability. The entrance de- 
sign cannot be separated from the

Another explanation was that 
American officials believed that 
North Viet Nam had timed the offer 
in order to negotiate from a position 
“of relative strength, before United 
States’ forces were expanded in Viet 
Nam. In this connection it will be 
recalled that President Johnson’s 
offer of “unconditional discussions” 
on ending the war was made only 
after the bombing of North Viet 
Nam was begun and the commit- 
ment of massive American ground 
forces had been made. 

The American theory has been 
that North Viet Nam and the Viet 
Cong could be punished so severely 
they would be willing to accept any 
terms for peace. This has not hap- 
pened. Instead, the North Vietna- 
mese and Viet Cong have stiffened 
their resistance to peace feelers — 
and so has the United States. 

It is not possible, in retrospect, 
to say whether or not the proposed 
Rangoon meetin,—or for that mat- 
ter the later proposed Cambodia 
conference—could have led to a just 
settlement of the Vietnamese War. 
It can be said, however, that the 
United States, for what it considéred 
sufficient reason, backed off from 
any chance of probing the possibili- 
ties when they were offered and 
chose instead to plunge for an all-out 
victory. 

Despite the advice of some of 
its wisest military strategists, the 
United States is now involved in a 
massive land war on the Asian con- 
tinent, with casualties mounting rap- 
idly and a meaningful victory as far 
in the future as ever. There are 
many people, including Americans, 
who will wonder if it had to be so.

How to Close the Gates 


N A NUMBER OF OCCASIONS 
Citizens of this community in- 
terested in outdoor recreation— 
particularly hunters and fishermen 
—have raised serious objection to 
the action of some logging interests 
which has closed off parts of the 
forest from public access. 


The critics describe such action 
as unjustifiable restriction, and con- 
tend that they have been improp- 
erly derived of enjoyments available 
in natural settings. 


In most instances the logging 
interests have come to terms with 
public wishes and have, with some 
limitations, opéned the gates to 
areas under their control. And in 
most instances, also, the public. 


going into such holdings has shown — 


a very proper sense of responsibility 
in them. 


Recently, however, a logging 
company in the Muir Creek district 
has decided to close the gates 
against intrusion—and for a very 
practical reason. Vandals, or a van- 
dal, entered the region where the 
company is working and caused 
damage to logging machinery which 
could run to as much as $3,000. No 
company is prepared to accept such 
needless loss. 

The instance should stand as a 
public warning. If our outdoors 
péople want fo enjoy amenities 
available to those who behave prop- 
erly, they can expect to do so only 
if vandalism is elimintaed. The de- 
structive actions of a few can injure 
the many—and underscore one of 
the reasons why logging outfits are 
often less than enthusiastic about 
permitting access to their opera- 
tions.

Unrelated Ideas 


It is symptomatic of the present con- 
fusion that there should be this curious 
co-mingling of unrelated ideas, If Messrs. 
Favreau, Lamontagne and Tremblay 
have become political liabilities, it is 
because of the roles they played in the 
scandal sessions, not because of their 
positions on social and economic issues. 
Mr. Lamontagne is probably left of 
centre in his economic views; Mr. 


Tremblay served the Lesage government 
as a deputy minister bef entering 
politics; and Mr. Fayreau been rival-

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their own constituencies. Roughly half 
the New Democratic vote in Ontario was 
concentrated in the block of seats rep- 
resented by the Toronto and Hamilton 
metropolitan areas. Well over half the 
NDP vote in Quebec was accounted for 
by the Montreal ridings. Although the 
Liberals carried 38 of the 44 constituen- 
cies in these major cities, many of them 
were shocked by the strong showing of 
their rivals on the left. 


Weak Argument 


The political argument seems, never- 
theless, to be weak for two obvious rea- 
sons. It is conceded, by Conservatives 
as well as Liberals, that Mr. Diefenbaker 
remains unpopular in the urban areas of 
eastern Canada and especially in To- 
Tonto. 


Various soundings since the election 
have indicated that the scandal issue was 
more damaging to the government than 
seemd likely during the campaign. It 
was an issue, moreover, which was 
shared by the Conservatives and New 
Democrats. A voter opposed to Mr. 
Diefenbaker could still express his dis- 
gust with the scandals by voting for 
candidates of Mr. Douglas. The absence 
of other clear issues strengthened this 
trend and helped to inflate the NDP 
totals. 


Even within the metropolitan areas, 
the New Democratic vote tended to be 
concentrated heavily in a few constitu- 
encies. In Montreal, for example, five 
seats of 21 accounted accounted for more 
than half the NDP total. 


Maritimes Disappointment 


Ir <:-y event the position is very dif- 
fer: cisewhere in the country. While 
the Liberais, despite the scandals, did 
very well in the larger metropolitan 
areas, they failed in other places to make 
their expected gains. Their first dis- 
appointment came in the Maritimes. 

It would be difficult, however, to 
argue that a more socialist policy would 
have served them better in a region 
where only one NDP candidate saved 
his deposit. The same thing happened 
almost everywhere in rural Quebec, in 
much of rural Ontario and in every 
Alberta seat without exception. 

There is a very strong opinion that 
Mr. Pearson must construct a ministry 
with greater claims on public confidence. 
But the argument about new waves 
seems quite irrelevant. Looking at the 
nationwide returns, the Liberal problem 
is, on the contrary, to find support in 
areas where a new wave would scarcely

tion Political’ Commit- 
tee of the UN General 
Assembly endorsed a FRYE 
world arms parley, 91-0, invited “all 
countries” to attend, and set a deadline 
of “not later than 1967” for it to be held. 

The United’ States, which previously 
had opposed the parley, reversed itself 
and voted “yes.” France ‘abstained. 
Nationalist China refused to participate 
in the voting. 


Opportunity for Peking 


The net effect of the day's diplomacy 
was to open wide an opportunity for 
Peking to enter the world community— 
and a parallel opportunity for her to re- 
buff and antagonize that community by 
refusing. 

Most western diplomats and observers 
believe Peking will refuse. 

United States delegate Arthur J. Gold- 
berg told the UN Washington still had 
“reservations” about the value of a 
mammoth world arms parley but was 
prepared to “participate in meaningful 
talks with anyone if such talks could ad- 
vance the cause of peace and disarma- 
ment.” 

Goldberg ‘did not name the countries 
he wanted in the small exploratory 
group. 

He made clear, however, that he was 
thinking of the five present nuclear pow- 
ers—the United States, Britain, Russia, 
France and Red China—plus “a few 
other countries” with nuclear know-how 
and/or special interest in the subject. 
Informants said India and Canada would 
Se ie 
all. 


If the group is in fact constituted and 
does meet, it could displace the exist 
ing 18-nation disarmament committee in 
Geneva, observers believe. The net 


effect, in practice, could be to add 
Peking to the Geneva group. 

However, it is considered doubtful 
that France will accept an invitation to 
attend. Paris has boycotted disarma- 
ment negotiations in recent years. 

Peking has said_she would not join a 
parley made up solely of the five nuclear 
powers, She has also refused to take part 
in any organ set up by the UN until after 
she is seated in the parent organization. 

If Peking does refuse, some in Wash- 
ington will be disappointed but more will 
be relieved. Inviting Red China to arms 
talks.is viewed as a device to release 
pressure for seating her in the UN. If 
Peking boycotts the arms group, or if she 
attends and seeks to sabotage it, the 
United States believes much of the world 
will be disillusioned about giving her a 
UN seat. 

Others have long wanted to bring Red 
China into arms talks as a first step 
toward wider contact, and eventual ac- 
comodation, with Peking. 

The United States felt unable, and in 
the end did not wish, to resist that drive, 
Had-, Washington continued to hold. out, 
excellent sources said, it would have 
been alone in voting “no.” 


Policy Switch 


Some observers see this as a major 
breach in the 16-year-old American 
“policy of boycott’ toward Red China. 

However, few believe that—whatever 
happens to what Goldberg called the 
“small, initial group’’—there will ever be 
a world disarmament conference. Among 
the hurdles is an unsolved, and quite pos- 
sibly insoluble, dispute over what is 
meant by inviting “all countries.” . Is 
East Germany a ‘country’? North Viet 
Nam? North Korea? What.of Formosa, 
whose seating would provide a precedent 
for two Chinas in the UN? 

Few believe that answers will be 
readily forthcoming.

The recent invasion of Santo Domin- 
go by American armed forces in support 
of a military dictatorship as opposed to 
the maintenance of the -first elected 
president in 30 years, has not endeared 
the U.S. in the minds of Latin America 
as of course such action could and would 
be taken against any of them if, in the 
opinion of the U.S. the regime was 
subversionist. The only real help given 
to the U.S. in Santo Domingo comes 
from Brazil—a military dictatorship. 

The U.S, has stated in plain words 
that they will intervene in any country 
where, in their opinion, there is the 
danger of communism or subversion. 
This is the sure way of perpetuating 
the military dictatorships which flour- 
ish in Latin America and any attempt 
by the masses, who live in utter poverty, 
to try and better their miserable lots, 
is classified as subversion. 

Apparently the will of the people is 
of no consequence in these countries and 
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still the U.S. is the champion of the 
“free’’ Western world which, of course, 
includes the military dictatorships of 
Latin America and other countries such 
as so-called Nationalist China, South Viet 
Nam, etc.

Bee 
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Is Not an Easy Man

“There's such an over-play of Bob Winters 
at the moment that one wonders how news- 
papermen can be so wrong.” 

This remark was made to me by a former 
party colleague of: theHon- Robert Winters, - 
MP-elect in York West. ve 

He went on, “What has 
Winters ever said, where 
has he ever expressed him- 
self on what he wants in 
politics, or what he thinks 
the Liberal party should 
do?” 

I couldn't answer him be- 
cause I"neither understand 
how the Liberal party works 
in choosing a new leader 
nor did I know. much about 
Robert Winters. I decided to find out more 
about him as a politician. 

The logical place to begin was the Hansard 
record from 1945 to 1957 when Mr. Winters was 
the member from Queens-Lunenburg, parlia- 
mentary assistant first to the Minister of Na- 
tional Revenue, then to the Minister of Trans- 
port, then successively, Minister of Reconstruc- 
tion and Supply, of Resources and Develop- 
ment, and of Public Works. 

Unfortunately, the Hansard record is rela- 
tively unrevealing. Mr. Winters was never 
prolix as a speaker. Indeed, I had to conclude 
that he was never a first-line spokesman for 
the ministry or the party. He was never a 
rescuer in debate. Neither his short speeches 
nor his answers to questions are interspersed 
with interjections or vivid disagreements. 

* * *~ 

Obviously, he had a pleasing manner and a 
soporific effect on the Opposition. Even in his 
maiden speech, when he extolled the fine apple 
orchards and the wonderful fisher-folk in his 
riding, the hyperbole was balanced with a self- 
deprecating acknowledgment that he knew such 
an exercise tended to bore of to be trite. 

I could not find a single instance in his par- 
liamentary years where he came under intense 
pressure. Some of this was to his credit in that 
he never looked for trouble. There was a 
courtly and considerate quality to his words 
He was a most moderate man. 

The strongest single point that he ever 
made, and he made it on many occasions, was 
that critics in the Opposition were too critical, 
that they should be more fair, that they should 


I could not find a single speech which ex- 
pressed any vision or imaginative view of what 
he wanted Canada to be. His touchstone was 


’ invariably that be was “an engineer,” that he 


was dedicated to efficiency, to fairness, to well- 
thought-out development. His words reveal 
neither vanity nor any mock humility. 

Reading his words gave me the impression 
of a man with an excellent intelligence, with 
a very good education in. his field, with an 
adequate, rather colorless vocabulary, and with 
few doubts, few dreams, and few, if, any, lofty 
nationa! objectives. , 

This hardly seemed the stuff to merit his 
sudden blossoming as the hot choice as next 
Liberal leader. Therefore, I canvassed a num- 
ber of Liberal MPs. Most of them do not know 
Winters. Most of them are rather skeptical 
that the party needs a corporation executive 
as leader at this time: Almost all of them are 
impressed with his appearance. Only one had 
grave doubts about his image. ‘Too reminis- 
cent of George Drew with that impeccable long 
head and that tailoring.”

So I went to an old colleague, a man of some 
stature still in the Liberal party. I asked him, 
“Where can I find some record which will. show 
what kind ‘of things Bob Winters stood for as 
an MP and politician?” I explained how un- 
revealing Hansard had been. The gentleman 
replied that I wouldn't find anything. Mr. 
Winters had never been interested in the policy 
side of politics. To him politics was not @ 
matter of policy and program but of sound 
administration. 

He went on, “Winters had it rather easy. 
He was moved ahead because he had little 
competition within the caucus from his own 
area. He did a thorough job, He was a good 
administrator. He was not a schemer. He 
didn't show much interest in or understanding 
of party affairs. He was not 2 giant in the 
cabinet hor a leader in the House. 

“When he was defeated he took it very 
badly, It seemed that he would never sully 
himself again with political participation. In 
time, this attitude changed and recently he has 
been more and more interested in getting back 
in. He had kept contact with a few of the 
leaders in the party and that’s about all.”

Evolution 
‘Explosion’ 
Discounted

WASHINGTON — Scientists 
have reported three new 
fosil discoveries, one of which 
challenges a long-held notion 
that there was an “‘evolution 
explosion’ 600 million years 
ago. 

These are discoveries an- 
nounced here and at a meet- 
ing of the Geological Society 
of. America ni Kansas City, 
Mo.: 

_Brachiopods or small, 
clamlike creatures from a 
barren, cold stub of-land in 
the Canadian Arctic which are 
720 million years old—120 
million years older than any 
other known advanced form of 
life. 

—Bits and pieces of an 
ancient ostrich egg whose 
parent apparently dwar fed 
the seven-foot, 300 - pound 
ostrich that now roams the 
sand flats and grasiands of 
Southwest Africa. 

—Chemical remnants of 
primitive and tiny biological 
systems that are at least 
three billion years old. 


First Forms 


It is the brachiopods found 
by a team of Dartmouth 
College researchers on Can- 
ada’s Victoria Island that may 
push back the evolutionary 
timeclock. This is so because 
these fossils are the first 
forms of relatively advanced 
life found in sediments older 
than 600 million years. 

Hitherto, in the absence of 
such fossil re mains some 
scientists speculated that there 
must have been a catastrophic 
change in the earth's environ- 
ment that gave sudden rise to 
advanced forms in an “evolu- 
tion explosion.”’ The new in- 
formation. Dartmouth’s An- 
drew H. McNair said, now 
casts doubt on this assump- 
tion and suggests that evolu- 
tionary development took 
place over a longer time.

Which First? 


Which came first, the phoe- 
nix or the ash?

Prudery in the East is cer- 
tainly matched by prurience, 
and the anti-guerrilla struggle 
against sex is rarely won by 
established non -Communist 
governments.

And although the com- 
panies appear to have given 
a great deal in their agree- 
ment, the union’s promise not 
to try to block automation also 
is a vital concession.

The “recom- 
mended” proposal then fol- 
lowed and both sides accepted.

arbitration of the automation 
question. 

This still could happen. 

The dispute shc-” the prov- 
ince violently, particularly 
because of the general strike 
threat (which, by the way, 
may have been a labor ploy to 
prevent the government using 
the CD Act against a union for 
a second time—had it been 
employed against every 
worker it could jeopardize the 
Socreds’ political future—and 
it seems unlikely that we have 
seen the last twitch yet.

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Pope's Poland Visit 
Is Highly Political 
And Controversial 


ROME—The Pope wants to 
visit Poland. The Polish Com- 
munist government. is willing 
—at a price. The Primate of 
Poland, Cardinal Wyszynski, 
opposes the plan, 

Next May is mentioned; the 
oceasion, the thousandth anpi- 
versary of the foundation of 
the Catholic Church in ind; 
the place, the shrine the 
Black Madonna at Czesto 
chowa. 

It would be the first time 
a Pope has visited a Commu- 
nist country. Hundreds of 
thousands, perhaps millions, 
of Polish Catholics, would 
make the pilgrimage to Cres- 
tochowa. It would dramati- 
cally illustrate the survival of 
the Catholic Church in a Com- 
munist state. 


Paul Anxious 


For these reasons Pope 
Paul VI is anxious to make 
the journey. He wants to in- 
crease the international role 
of the Vatican. But Cardinal 
Wyszynski thinks this is not 
the best moment to “de- 
freeze’’ relations with the War- 
saw government. In this he is 
somewhat isolated among the 
rest of the Polish bishops, 
most of whom are anxious to 
see a papal visit. 

At one time Wyszynski sup- 
porter Polish Communist lead- 
er Gomulka and favored a 
closer understanding between 
church and state. He was 
then at the “left” of Pius XII, 
now he is on the “‘right’’ of 
Paul VI, 

Furthermore, the Cardinal 
has enjoyed the position of 
mediator between the Polish 
government and the aVtican. 
He would lose this if direct 
agreement between the Polish 
government and the Vatican. 
was reached (e.g: a modus 
vivendi similar to that be- 
tween the Vatican and Hun- 
gary reached last year). 


Nationalistic 


Against — this background 
certain political actions of 
Wyszynski (who is a consum- 
mate. politician) must be 
judged.

1956 Alliance 


In 1956 Wyszynski formed a 
patriotic alliance with the Pol- 
ish government against Mos- 
cow domination. As a result 
the church obtained greater 
freedom. Religious teaching 
in schools was reintroduced, 
But once the Polish govern- 
ment had reconsolidated it- 
self it became less liberal. 
The Polish church, in past 
centuries among the most 
reactionary and rigidly Cath- 
olic, became the only bastion 
of freedom in Poland, 

Today the struggle between 
church and state in Poland , 
is greater than ever. Religiolts 
teaching in schools has been 
revoked, heavy taxes put on 
church property; and. young 
priests at seminaries are 
made to do military service. 
Cardinal Wyszynski is deter 
mined to get these restric- 
tions removed as the price of 
a Papal visit to Poland.

Question: Do you think the new National Hockey League 
rule calling for a $200 fine for stick swinging actually will be 
a deterrent?—J. M., Calgary. ; ae 

Answer: I think it is a very good rule. You know, you can 
get angry enough sometimes to swing a stick and there are a 
few players in the league who are more exciteable than others. 

However, with a couple of hundred dollars on the line, I 
think they’ll think twice before they swing. 

Actually the rule says: 

. “Any player who-swings his stick at another player in the 
course of any altercation shall be subject to a fine of NOT 
LESS than $200, with or without suspension, to be imposed by 
the president.” 

There's an added note in the rules book that the referee | 
shall report the matter promptly to the NHL president. 

* * * ; 

The referees still. will penalize as “slashing” any player 
who swings his stick at any opposing player, whether in or out 
of range, without actually striking him. 

It also is “slashing” if a player, on the pretext of playing | 
the puck, makes a wild swing at the puck with the object of in- | 
timidating an opponent. 

* * * 

With the new rule in effect, you're not getting any free cuts 
arly more, it’s starting to cost you money. | 

I sincerely don't think there is anyone who would deliber- 
ately aim at a head. Nobody deliberately swings at the head. 

I think they go for the arms and the shoulders. That's why 
you see that wild flailing. 

However, in my opinion, this wild flailing is dangerous. 
If a fellow ducked into one of those swings or if a player did 
get mad enough to hit another on the head, he could maim him 
for life. No one in his right mind would do that.

the good plays it used to give 
us. Those were once frequent, 
but today they’re few and far 
between, and I think that’s a 
pity.

Apart from these beefs, I 
have only kudos to offer. 

Where TV today seems to 
be wallowing helplessly and 
hopelessly in a mess of audio- 
visual pablum, radio in gen- 
eral is quietly reaching toward 
e balanced maturity. 

The loss to its big, noisy 
neighbor of the soap opera 
which was once its daytime 
mainstay has helped it enor- 
mously in that direction. 

Soap opera, for any too 
young to remember it in ra- 
dio version, got its name from 
the tendency of soap com- 
panies to back tear-drenched 
ceries of episodes based 
usually on the antics of a ficti- 
tious family or small town. 

If you want to encounter 
soap opera in its new feathers, 
you have but to twirl a TV 
dial. 

In its role of housewife’s 
friend, radio now offers an in- 
finitely more nourishing diet. 

The CBC's afternoon pro- 
grams are the best in the busi- 
ness, and the range of these 
is considerable. 

In recent months, the iron- 
ing-board trade has been re- 
galed with readings from the 
novel, “Tom Jones,”’ out of 
which a hilarious motion pic” 
ture was tailored, and with a 
lively and recent success 
titled “How to be a Jewish 
Mother.” 

There is music—good music 
—offered with explanations 
which add to the listener's 
appreciation. 

A discussion of low-cost 
foods and how to use them 
may be interpolated between a 
study of the ‘’Vinland maps” 
which trace viking exploration 
and settlement in North Amer- 
ica, and a panel on parent- 
child relations.

Evenings when I’m home 1 
now find myself spending more 
time listening than viewing, 
and not merely because radio 
offers a pleasant accompani- 
ment to any number of pokev 
round-the-house jobs. 

The plain fact is that a great 
many people want better fare 
than television offers them. 
and aré receiving jt in gener- 
ous ‘measure from the box 
that needs no picture tube. 

Radio isn't going to put tele- 
vision out of business; any 
such prediction would be non- 
sensical. 

But it’s more than holding 
its own — and superb though 
television can be on occasion, 
it betrays its early promise by 
getting worse each year.
